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REMARKS 

The Examiner has restricted the claims to one of the following inventions under 35 
U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to computer-to-computer data addressing, classified in class 709, 
subclass 245. 

II. Claims 8-14, drawn to demand based messaging, classified in class 709, subclass 206. 

III. Claims 15-25, drawn to data structure, classified in class 707, subclass 100. 

As indicated above, Applicants provisionally elect, with traverse, the claims of Group I, 
claims 1-7 for immediate prosecution. Applicants reserve the right to later file one or more 
Divisional applications directed to the withdrawn and cancelled claims of Groups II and III and 
the subject matter included therein.
